$60,000 PER YEAR, IS HARVEST 
“OF HOSPITAL 


FEE SYSTEM 


“IW-YEAR SAYS. REPORT 


Hospital fees of more than $60,000 
per year are now being conducted by 
companies in California from. © the 
wages of their employes, according 


. to the report of the state labor com- 


missioner, now in the hands of the 
gtate printer and soon to be ‘ pub- 
shed. 

No accounting of these funds is 
made to any state authority, and leg- 
islation providing proper supervision 
of such funds is urged hy the com- 
mission. | 

“The practice of collecting hospital 
fees from employes was universal, 
until two: years.ago,"’ says the re- 
port; “Many companies collected 


hospital fees and. gave nothing in re- 
turn. In 1913 the Labor Bureau 
drafted a bill forbidding apy com- 
pany to deduct hospital fees unless 
the company maintained a hospital or 
had made proper arrangements with 
sone hospital or physician.” 

The bureau’s bill failed to pass, 
but the ‘workman’ 's. compensation act 
was passed, Which aided materially. 
Still..many companies continued to 
collect hospital fees for illnesses not 
arising from injuries received in the 
course of work..- Some companies 
tried to apply part of these hospital 
fees by the Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission.
